Tlie French Breweir to Have 
$25,000 RiCfrigerator-Mag- 
uitude of the Im- 
provement. 


Louis C. G^ntlivre, of the Frencli 
brewery, haa just returned Irom Detroit, 
where he spent several days inspecting 
improved 
brewers' machinery. 
Th^ 
French brewery for the past five years 
has been making its way towards the 
top of the ladder, until to-day its pro- 
ducts are recognized among the best 
that oan be found in the west. 
Fort 
Wayne is a great beer consuming city, 
and until within the lost three or four 


.Jri t h ' G ^ r l c L 


years the bulk of its beer was imported 
from Cincinnati, Milwaukee, Chicago, 
Toledo and other large brewing centers; 
The 
Centlivres finally came to the 
conclusion that there was no reason 
why Fort Wayne should go abro^ 
for beer, and their conclusions were 
properly based. 
Their brewery has 
every natural advantage. 
It has an 
abundance of pure and healthy water; 
improved brewing apparatus oan be 
built here as cheap as- elsewhere; labor 
is as cheap here as elsewhere; Fort 
Wayne is a great railroad center, which 
is an advantage to all shippers; and it 
costs no more to ship brewer's stock to 
this point than it does to Milwaukee or 
or Chicago, or any other western city 
Therefore they concluded 
that they 
would make an effort to supply the wants 
of the people and the trade. 
The 
Centlivres spent many thousands of dol- 
lars before their efforts were appreciated. 
They put in new machinery. 
They im- 
ported the best of material, they spent a 
mint of money and spared no pains in 
their endeavors to supply to the people 
a l^everage fully equal to any that was 
on the market. 
It was only an ex- 
periment, to be sure, but the result 
has justified the expenditure. 
At 
first 
many 
difficulties 
were to be 
overcome. 
Fort Wayne beer did not 
have the best reputation in the world, 
and many persons who drank beer re- 
fused to drink Fort Wayne beer, for no 
other reason probably than because it 
was made here. 
Soon, however, a 
change came, and Centlivre's beer be- 
came a favorite.

Mr. Centlivre to Detroit resulted in the 
purchase of improved machinery which, 
together with the other improvements 
which will be commenced at once, will 
involve an outlay of at least $25,000. 
The apparatus purchased is known as a 
refrigerating machine, and when erected 
will be the second one in use in the 
United States. 
By its use the enormous 
ice cellar will be entirely abandoned, that 
is to say the use of ice will be abandon- 
ed and the cellars will be kept at an 
equal temperature by means of the re- 
frigerating machine. 
This will be a 
great advantage in more ways than one, 
principal among which will be the in- 
crease in storing capacity. 
Other im- 
proved machinery was also purchased 
and when completed the French brewery 
will have just about double its present 
capacity. 
Mr. Centliver informed a 
SBNTDiKii reporter last evening that he 
estimated next year to brew 62,000 bar- 
rels of beer. 
Mr. Cramer, of Detroit, 
will be here next week to superintend 
the improvement to be made, and the 
placing of the machinery.
